The co mpany 
further agrees to plo t o ut the tract 
into streets, grade them and plant 
trees o n each lo t. 


The lo ts are being so ld at $15 0 
each, when the cash is paid, but o n 
time the lo ts are $16 0. 
In the time 
agreement, $5 0 is to be paid when the 
co ntract is made, $5 5 o n August 3, 
and $5 5 o n December 25 , 1911. 
The 
co mpany agrees that it will refurn 
ev ery cent o f the mo ney paid in fo r 
lo ts if the facto ry is no t erected as 
agreed. 
That the lo cal men behind 
the mo v ement are sincere and intent 
o n carry ing o ut their carefully laid 
plans is apparent by the fact that 
(they paid o ut the mo ney fro m their 
o wn bank acco unts ifo r the tract o f 
land and are carry ing the deed to it 
with no co ntract fo r the deal to be 
declared o ff if the lo t sale is a fail­ 
ure. They hav e the pro perty and will 
build a facto ry if po ssible. 


The price o f the lo ts is ex tremely 
reaso nable as is seen by co mpariso n 
with o ther lo t sales in Rushv ille. The 
Belmo nt additio n, which adjo ins the 
Bo wen tract o n the no rth and which 
is no t nearly so desirable so far as 
lo catio n is co ncerned, was so ld o ut in 
lo ts recently . 
These lo ts av eraged 
$25 0.00 each, that is, east o f Per­ 
kins street. 
The po o rest lo t in the 
additio n is no t nearly so desirable as 
the po o rest lo t in the Bo wen tract, 
bro ught $17 5 , and y et o nly $15 0 is 
asked fo r the best lo t in the Bo wen 
tract. 
The co mpariso n o f the recent lo t 
sale attempted by the Co mmercial 
club, which has since ceased activ ity , 
sev eral mo nths ago with this pro p­ 
o sitio n, o ffers much fo o d fo r tho ught. 
The lo catio n was no t as desirable as 
the present o ne, and y et $225 each 
was asked fo r the lo ts. There were a 
large number o f lo ts to be so ld and 
1/3 o f them had been dispo sed o f be­ 
fo re the deal was called o ff.

There is ano th­ 
er facto r in regard to the present 
pro po sitio n which sho uld be co nsid­ 
ered.

o f Rushv ille at heart and is to day 
pro bably the mo st public-spirited man 
in the city . Just as so o n as he heard 
o f the new mo v e, he sent wo rd that 
he wanted the first lo t, and that he 
wished to head the list. His wish was 
srranted.

Rushv ille must do is to buy fro m 8 0 
to 100 lo ts at $15 0 each, lo ts that are 
wo rth the mo ney and lo ts that will 
pro v e to be a go o d inv estments. 


The lo ts are lo cated in the Abra­ 
ham Bo wen additio n which ex tends 
o v er the tract o f land beginning at 
the no rtheast co rner o f Main and 
Elev enth streets and running no rth 
and east. The tract o f land has been 
bo ught 
o uright, 
cash paid 
in, 
by 
Ro bert To mpkins and A. L. Stewart. 
They pro po se to sell the land o ut in 
lo ts with the assistance o f the Rush­ 
v ille Retail Merchants’ Asso ciatio n, 
the new furniture facto ry to hav e a 
free site o f fo ur 
acres 
alo ng the 
right-o f-way o f the J. M. & T. rail­ 
ro ad. 
Co mmittees o f business men start­ 
ed o ut this mo rning to make a whirl- 
wind campaign in the sale o f the lo ts. 
By the sale o f the lo ts Rushv ille can 
acquire a mo dern and 
up-to -date 
facto ry which will be built at a co st 
o f $5 0,000. 
At no o n to day 
thirty 
lo ts had been so ld. 


The co mpany which plans to erect 
the facto ry and manufacture furni­ 
ture is co mpo sed o f William E. Hav ­ 
ens. A. L. Riggs, Guy Abercro mbie, 
Ro bert L. To mpkins, Charles Baker 
■and Alo nzo L. Stewart. 
The co m­ 
pany pro po ses to build a plant and to 
ex pend near $5 0,000 judicio usly and 
alo ng business lines. 


The co mpany has been 
wo rking 
quietly and secretly fo r sev eral weeks 
to o btain a suitable tract o f land to 
lo cate their facto ry , but was unsuc­ 
cessful. The result was that Messrs. 
Stewart and 
To mpkins 
y esterday 
purchased the Bo wen tract with their 
o wn mo ney . 


They place the pro po sitio n square­ 
ly befo re the Merchants’ Asso ciatio n, 
asking fo r the assistance o f the o r­ 
ganizatio n in selling lo ts to pay fo r 
the land, the lo cal co mpany to hav e 
fo ur acres o f the tract free o f charge 
fo r a site. 
They pro po se and agree 
to build the facto ry as specified if 
the Merchants’ Asso ciatio n will agree 
to assist in dispo sing o f the lo ts. 
The ex ecutiv e 
co mmittee o f 
the 
Merchants’ Asso ciatio n met last night 
and agreed to accept the terms o f the 
lo cal men and the wo rk was started 
this mo rning to dispo se o f the lo ts. 
If the merchants carry o ut their 
part o f the agreement, the co mpany 
say s that the tract will be div ided up 
into lo ts and that, beginning at the 
no rtheast 
co rner, they 
shall co m­ 
mence at No . 1 and pro ceed upward 
and do wnward co nsecutiv ely as they 
number to the west.

and the testing o f seeds.

Pro fesso r 
Christie is acco mpanied by a co rps o f

so ciatio n; 
L. B. Clo re o f Franklin, 
president 
o f the 
Co i;n Gro wers’ As 
so cial io n, also a member o f the recent 
legislature, and T. A. Co leman o f this 
co unty , president o f the Swine Breed­ 
ers’ Asso ciatio n. 


T. A. Co leman was righteo usly in­ 
dignant that Rush co unty farmers 
did no t make any 
better 
sho wing 
than they did. 
There were no t fifty 
fawners in the assembly ro o m when 
the mo st instructio n they will po ssi­ 
bly ev er be able to get o n farming, 
was to be had. 
The best autho rities 
in the State o n farming 
gav e the 
farmers o f Rush co unty the/adv an­ 
tage o f their y ears o f training and 
ex perience and the av erage indiffer­ 
ent fanner o f Rush co unty sco ffed at 
it by refusing to walk to the co urt 
ho use to hear it.

Signs o f pro sperity are o il ev ery 
hand, 
acco rding to the 
Rushv ille 
Glo v e co mpany . 
The 
o wners hav e 
been adv ertising fo r help fo r sev eral 
weeks o r since they hav e been lo cated 
in their new building, but they are 
hav ing little success. 
They are al­ 
mo st distracted and hav e made per­ 
so nal appeals fo r assistance. 
They 
are no w emplo y ing twenty -two per­ 
so ns and are planning to impo rt so me 
girls fro m Terre Haute, if they do 
no t meet with success here so o n. 


William F. Sco tt, president o f the 
Sco tt-Madden Iro n Wo rks, is under 
the impressio n that the bilef is gen­ 
eral that the co mpany o f which he is 
head, is defunct. 
He wishes it to be 
plainly understo o d that the Sco tt- 
Madden Iro n Wo rks is still a man­ 
ufacturing institutio n and that it will 
still do business in Keo kuk, Io wa, and 
St. Lo uis, Mo ., where the co ncern is 
lo cated. 
Befo re the Io wa and Misso uri in­ 
dustries were co mbined with the lo cal 
facto ry , it was no t kno wn as the 
Seo tt-Madden Iro n 
Wo rks. 
The 
co mbined o rganizatio n was kno wn by 
that name. 
Since the lo cal facto ry 
has been bo ught by lo cal men and 
inco rpo rated under the name o f Ar- 
buckle & Co mpany , the 
two o ther 
facto ries, o f which Mr. Sco tt is the 
head, will still be 
kno wn as 
the 
Sco tt-Madden Iro n Wo rks. 
As to 
whether o r no t the}*« will be mo v ed, 
Mr. Sco tt do es no t state and it makes 
little difference to Rushv ille, since 
he will no t jo in with the lo cal indus­ 
try , as it was first o penly declared. 
Lo cal peo ple will recall the details 
o f the fo llo wing nego tiatio ns in Mar­ 
io n, where the facto ry was finally 
giv en up, acco rding to the Mario n 
papers, because the plant did no t 
co me up to their ex pectatio ns. 
It is difficult to see ho w any ar­ 
ticles published in the Daily Republi­ 
can co ncerning the fo undry sho uld 
create the impressio n that the busi­ 
ness o f which Mr. Sco tt is president 
was do wn and o ut, ev en tho ugh, Mr. 
Sco tt declares that such is the case. 
When it was learned that the lo cal 
fo undry had been purchased by lo cal 
men. the future o f the o ther parts o f 
the Sco tt-Madden Iro n Wo rks held no 
interest to Rushv ille peo ple. When it 
was stated in the Daily Republican 
that “ It is no lo nger the Sco tt-Mad­ 
den Iro n Wo rks, but it is no w Ar- 
bucklc A Co mpany ,” the plant here 
was referred to , as it has been kno wn 
by 
that 
name and no 
inference 
co uld be taken fro m that that Mr. 
Sco tt and his interests were o ut o f 
business. 
The Daily Republican felt justified 
in say ing ihat the lo cal co mpany was 
re-o rganized as practically the same 
men are interested as were befo re, 
but Mr. Sco tt thinks it best to say 
that Arbuekle & Co mpany bo ught the 
plant here fro m 
the 
Sco tt-Madden 
Iro n Wo rks. 
The lo cal co mpany will co ntinue to 
o perate the plant as it has been in 
the past and manufacture tile ma­ 
chinery . 
It seems that 
the Sco tt- 
Madden Iro n Wo rks, if y o u please, 
and the lo cal plant has a so rt o f rec­ 
ipro city agreement, by which the two 
plants will handle each o thers o ut­ 
put. 
In regard to that and the fu­ 
ture o f the plants o f 
which he is 
president, Mr. Sco tt said this mo rn­ 
ing 
“ The Sco tt-Madden Iro n Wo rks Co . 
will still co ntinue to 
manufacture 
their o riginal brick machinery at their 
Keo kuk plant, and in additio n will 
also build the Kersey steam sho v el 
and dredge.

It 
is feared that Bro o ks will nev er re­ 
co v er, while Parrish will be well in a 
few "weeks. 
Bro o ks suffered a co ncussio n o f 
the brain when he 
bumped 
into a 
beam and was rendered unco nscio us, 
while attempting to escape a pit cav e- 
in in the wo rks. 
He was tho ught to 
be fatally hurt and since that time 
the serio us co mplicatio n has arisen 
which causes phy sicians to believ e 
that he can no t get well. 
Yesterday it was tho ught it wo uld 
be necessary to amputate Parrish’s 
hand which was mashed in the large 
squeeze ro ll, but that was no t the 
ease. 
Phy sicians decided that the 
hand co uld be sav ed tho ugh o ne o f 
his fingers was bro ken, o ne bo ne in 
his wrist bro ken and the hand badly 
lacerated.

Tho se in the First ward, 
which will be affected are Cly de Mil­ 
ler’s which was o pened y esterday and 
James Smith’s 
which will 
no t be 
o pened fo r a few mo nths. 
There has been a welL defined ru­ 
mo r fo r sev eral day s that temper­ 
ance peo ple wo uld take adv antage o f 
the Mo o re remo nstrance law which 
was left o n the statutes bo o ks by the 
last legislature after much legisla­ 
tio n and the erasing o f the co unty 
o ptio n law. 
A few day s ago six re­ 
mo nstrances were prepared fo r the 
Seco nd ward and since that time two 
mo re hav e been made add put into 
circulatio n. 
Six remo nstrances were 
prepared fo r the First ward y ester­ 
day , but it is no t kno wn that they 
hav e been circulated as y et. 
It is said that the remo nstrances 
are being signed freely in the Seco nd 
ward. It is understo o d that there are 
a number o f reaso ns 
which 
hav e 
caused “ wets” as well as “ dry s” to 
affix their signatures. 
The Mo o re remo nstrance law pro ­ 
v ides that a majo rity o f the v o ters 
who east a ballo t in the last electio n 
shall be eno hgh to put the salo o ns o ut 
o f a ward. 
In the last city electio n 
4 03 v o tes were cast fo r may o r, which 
means that the 
signatures o f 202 
v o ters in the ward will put the sa­ 
lo o ns o ut. 
In the 
First 
ward 4 7 6 
v o tes were east fo r may o r, which 
means that 239 signatures in that 
ward will be necessary to put the sa­ 
lo o ns o ut o f business. 
The Mo o re 
law pro v ides, ho wev er, that the sa­ 
lo o n keeper shall be allo wed to co n­ 
tinue until his license 
ex pires. 
It 
m^eans that Rushv ille wo uld hav e sa­ 
lo o ns, ev en if the remo nstrances were 
successful, a y ear fro m the date the 
last license was issued. 
It is understo o d that a number o f 
tilings hav e co mbined to cause the re­ 
mo nstrances to be circulated at this 
time, ev en tho ugh the city was re­ 
cently v o ted “ wet” and the salo o ns 
were legally entitled to ho ld fo rth. It 
is said that the “ dry s” hav e been 
righteo usly indignant at so me o f the 
o ccurrences sinee the salo o ns hav e 
o pened and that a great wav e o f sen­ 
timent has been created against the 


business. 
It is kno wn that so me o f 


the “ wets” hav e been fighting amo ng 


themselv es and that so me o f them, 
so it is said, in o rder to “ knife” their 
enemies, will and hav e signed the re- 
mo nstrdflk? es. Po litics is also play ing 


an impo rtant part as so me Demo crats

better su ccess than his neighbo r, who 
dep ends o n p u rchased seed. 
The 
best time to select seed co rn is so o n 
after the cro p has 
matu red. 
The 
character o f the stalk sho u ld be tak­ 
en into co nsideratio n and o nly 
the 
well m atu red ears sho u ld be u sed. 
There is a limit to the size o f the ear 
that can be ex p ected to rip en in the 
av erage seaso n. 
Mo st farm ers make 
the mistake by try ing to raise co rn 
that is to o large and to o late fo r their 
co nditio ns. 
By selecting well m a­ 
tu red ears, there is no danger o f get­ 
ting the v ariety to o large o r to o late.” 
Mr. Clo re 
dev o ted 
co nsiderable 
time to the kind o f ears that sho u ld 
be selected, say ing they sho u ld be

‘‘We mu st think o f sev eral thinsrs 
in defining go o d seed. 
First, the v a­ 
riety o f co rn 
mu st be o ne 
that is 
i dfjp ted to the lo cal co nditio ns where 
it is to be raised; seco ndly , the seed 
mu st co me 
fro m 
well 
dev elo p ed 
ears gro wn 
u nder 
no rmal 
co ndi­ 
tio ns, and third, the seed 
p rep ared 
fo r p lanting mu st be stro ng in v itali­ 
ty and the kernels graded to u nifo rm 
sizes fo r the p lanter. 
“In selecting a v ariety , care mu st 
be ex ercised to get o ne that will m a­ 
tu re p ro p erly . Mu ch lo ss has resu lt­ 
ed by attemp ting to gro w* v arieties 
that are to o late o r to o large fo r the 
lo cality . 
There is a wide range o f 
difference between v arieties p ro du ced 
in different climates. 
Also in testing 
the relativ e p ro du ctiv eness o f v arie­ 
ties o f co m u nder the same co ndi­ 
tio ns, great 
differences hav e 
been 
fo u nd. 
Su ch differences are fo u nd 
in v ariety o r characteristics, su ch as 
co lo r, size o r ear o r shap e o f kernel. 
Itco sts no mo re to tend a go o d v ariety 
than it do es to tend a p o o r v ariety . 
Go o d v arieties can 
easily be 
had. 
Co rn seed sho u ld be o btained as near 
ho me as p o ssible o r at least fro m the 
same latitu de. 
“The best way by far to 
secu re 
go o d seed co rn is to p ro du ce it at 
ho me: 
No p u rchased seed is half so 
well adap ted to y o u r climate as that 
which y o u raise. 
Co m is mo re sen­ 
sitiv e to changed co nditio ns than any 


ble to be inju red within six mo nths 
after shu cking. 
He 
said that the 
o u tside o f the ear may - be dry bu t 
that the co b and the tip s o f the ker­ 
nels sho u ld be mo ist. 
Mr. Clo re em­ 
p hasized the fact that the best seed 
co rn co mes fro m that which matu res 
and dries 
natu rally , and 
th at no 
farm er sho u ld attem p t to raise co m 
which will no t dry in a natu ral m an­ 
ner witho u t any artificial fo rce being 
bro u ght to bear o n it. 
He had a 
chart which sho wed the best means 
o f sto ring seed co m in a rack. 
He 
said that the final selectio n o f seed 
co m sho u ld co ntain a 
go o d 
many 
mo re ears than wo u ld really be need­ 
ed fo r p lanting so as to leav e ro o m 
fo r cu lling. 
“No farm er can affo rd to test the 
v itality o f his seed co rn, no m atter 


ing the intention of the special trains, 
Mr. Christie said: “ Rather than be­ 
ing a great educator we plan to make 
the farmer think for himself. We do 
no t co me here with any theo retical 
pro blems which are no t p ractical and 
ex p ect to teach the farm er so mething 
new. All we wish to do is to get the 
farm er to think and then go ho me and 
p ractice what he already kno ws.

tained. 
Unless y o u are able to get 
thirty bu shels to the 
acre, it is a 
waste o f time and mo ney . 
Farm ers 
u ntil the so il fertility is all ex hau sted 
raise co rn in o ne field y ear after y ear 
and then they raise the cry that the 
land is u seless. 
W hat 
we try to 
teach is to maintain so il fertility and 
no t bu ild it u p. 
It is go o d eno u gh to 
start with.”

Golden Tex t. 1Toy . 
x iii, 20, “lie that walketb with wine 
me n shall be wise, but a companion of 
fools shall be destroy ed.” 
The king­ 
dom was divided because of Solomon’s 
» ins (chapter x i. 11), but shall in due 
time be reunited as the Lord has pur­ 
posed (Ezek. x x x vii, 21, 22). 
Back of 
mnd through and controlling and over­ 
ruling all the actions of all men, good 
and bad, we m >, alway s see God. 
Lksson II.—Jeroboam makes Idols for 
Israel to worship, I Kiugs x ii, 25-33. 
Golden Tex t, Ex . x x , 4. “ Thou shalt 
not make unto thee any graven image.” 
Although Jeroboam was well aware 
that the Lord had given him these ten 
tribes and would on condition of obe­ 
dience establish his kingdom (x i, 31-38), 
he could not trust God, who had been 
» o kind to him, but deliberately listen­ 
ed to and acted upon the advice of the 
devil and worshiped him. 
L es so n III.—Asa’s good reign in Ju­ 
dah, II Chron. x v, 1-15. Golden Tex t, II 
Chron. x v, 7 , “Be y e strong therefore 
and let not y our hands be weak, for 
y our work shall be rewarded.” 
How 
refreshing to find a man on whose be­ 
half the Lord can show Himself strong 
9). 
He Is still looking for such. 
The words that help me most in this 
lesson are x iv, 11, with the verse just 
quoted and x v, 15, seeing and resting 
in the Lord alone. 
Lesson IV.—Omri and Ahab lead Is­ 
rael Into greater sin, I Kings x vi. 23-33. 
Golden Tex t, Prov. x iv, 34, “Righteous­ 
ness ex alteth a nation, but siu is a re­ 
proach to any people.” The statements 
concerning these two are that they 
each did worse in the ey es of the Lord 
than any that were before them (verses 
25 , 33). 
It would be difficult to find 
two men more given over to the devil 
than these two. 
Lesson V.—Johoshaphat's good reign 
fn Judah, II Chron. x vii, 1-13. Golden 
Tex t. Matt, vi, 33, “Seek y e first the 
kingdom of God and His righteousness, 
and all these things shall be added unto 
y ou.” I am much helped by the pray er | 


of this good king and by the words: “In 
thine hand is power and might. 
We 
have no might, neither know we what 
to do, but our ey es are upon Thee.” 
L es s o n VI.—Elijah the prophet ap­ 
pears in Israel, I Kings x vil, 1-16. 
Golden Tex t, Ps. x x x iv, 10, “They that 
seek the Lord shall not want any good 
thing.” Now we see one of the grand­ 
est men that ever lived and y et a man 
of like passions with us (Jas. v, 17 ). 
His great word is, “The Lord God of 
Israel liveth, before whom I stand” 
(x vii. 1; x viii, 15). They are the first 
words we ever hear from him. 
Note 
the Lord’s special care of him at 
Cherith and Zarepliath. 
L esson VII. — Elijah’s victory over 
the prophets of Baal, I Kings x viii, 
25-39. 
Golden Tex t, Josh, x x iv, 15, 
“Choose y ou this day whom y e will 
serve.” See 8 50 men against one man, 
but God was with the one man and 
against the 850, and a half minute 
pray er to the living and true God ac­ 
complished ^vhat an all day cry ing and 
pleading of the 8 50 could not. 
L esson VIII.—Elijah's flight and re­ 
turn, I Kings x ix , 1-10. 
Golden Tex t, 
Isa. x l, 31, “They that wait upon the 
Lord shall renew their strength.” 
In 
this lesson we sop the weakness of one 
of the best of God's servants, who was 
not afraid of Ahab nor of 850 false 
prophets, but \\ h > ran for bis life be­ 
cause of the threat of a wicked woman. 
Note the angel’s ministry and the pa­ 
tience and loving kindness of God. 
L es so n IX.—Elijah meets Ahab in 
Naboth’s viney ard, I Kings x x i, 11-20. 
Golden Tex t, Luke x ii, 15, “Take heed 
and beware of covetousness.” 
How 
selfish and cruel are people apt to be 
who live wholly unto themselves! They 
must have their way at any cost, no 
matter who may have to suffer or even 
die. But there will be a reckoning, and 
the Judge of all the earth will do right. 
The Lord Jesus said, “Fear not them 
which kill the body .” 
L esson X.—Elijah goes up by a whirl­ 
wind Into heaven, II Kings ii, 1-18. 
Golden Tex t, Gen. v, 24, “Enoch walk­ 
ed with God, and he was not, for God 
took him.” 
The man who wanted to 
die never did die. 
So it may be with 
some of us (I Cor. x v, 51). 
The 
other notable features of this lesson 
are the devotion of Elisha to Elijah 
and his earnest desire for a double por­ 
tion of his spirit. 
Note “They two 
went on.” 
L esson XI.—Eaisha the prophet re­ 
stores a child to life, II Kings iv, 25-37 . 
Golden Tex t, Rom. vi, 23, “The gift of 
God is eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” 
The woman who enter­ 
tained Elisha did not entertain an an­ 
gel, but one to whom angels minis­ 
tered and who knew the Lord, and thus 
she ministered to the Lord Himself 


(Matt* x , 4(7, 417. wTTo rewarded Her 
with a son and also gave him back to 
her from the dead. 
L esson XII.—Defeat through drunk­ 
enness, I Kings x x , 12-21. 
Golden 
Tex t, Prov. x x x i, 4, “It is not forking*- 
to dflnk wine nor for princes strong 
drink.” We might associate with this 
lesson the drunken feast of Belshazzar 
and his lords and also the birthday par­ 
ty of Herod, all ending with death. 
Let us note verses 13, 28, and the 
Lord’s desire that Ahab and we and all 
others migb* know Him.

Beginning March 26 , 1911. 


Topic.—A missionary journey round the 
world.—III. 
Missions in the United States 
(west|.—Isa. lx ii, 1-12. 
Edited by Rev. 
Sherman H. Doy le, D. D. 
No adjective better describes the 
western part of our country than the 
word “great.” It is great in area, great 
in spiritual needs, great in possibilities 
for Christ. 
Pre-eminently is it the 
great home mission field of the present 
day , for if y ou think that missionary 
work iu the west is well nigh done 
y ou simply do not know the facts. The 
west is more and more becoming the 
homeof the foreigner who comes to 
our land with his un-American and, so 
often, with his un-Christian ideas and 
practices. 
The readiness with which 
people leaving Christian homes and 
Christian communities become indif­ 
ferent to all religious work and wor­ 
ship under the changed conditions in 
the west but magnifies the need. Many 
of our -western fields today are as 
needy of the church and the gospel as 
can be found. 
There are districts in 
the west occupied by many people 
where there is not a church of any 
denomination. Here the real battle in 
the Christianization of our land must 
be fought, and there Is no more im­ 
portant work in the church today than 
that of holding the *west for Christ. It 
won and America is won; America won 
and the world Is won. 
How deeply should we rejoice that 
with the westward march of our civili­ 
zation the church sought to keep pace. 
What a tremendous debt do we owe 
to those pioneers who led the van, 
bearing aloft the banner of the cross. 
The only way In which we can honor 
those heroic souls is by continuing the 
work they so nobly begun. The work 
of evangelization must go on. We are 
called to it by every consideration of 
patriotism and religion. It is the cause 
of country , the cause of humanity , the 
cause of God. We must evangelize the 


west for the sake of the people who 
are already there and who are going 
there. 
They are souls for whom 
Christ died, as well as the hordes of 
Africa. Wo must evangelize it for the 
sake of our country , of which it is an 
integral and important part. The com­ 
ing millions of the west must be per­ 
vaded by the gospel of Christ. 
We 
cannot afford to leave so influential a 
part of our country to godlessness and 
its attendant perils. 
We must go up 
and possess this land for Christ, for it 
is our land. 
The popple of the west 
are doing all they can for themselves, 
laboring with splendid intelligence and 
devotion and giving generously . 
But 
their numbers in many sections arc 
comparatively few, the regions to be 
supplied are vast, and the need is 
great. 
We should give all the help 
that *we can, and give It now, before 
the formation period is passed. Today 
calls the opportunity whose knell to­ 
morrow may sound. 
Grasping this 
grand opportunity , sending forth our 
missionaries, the gospel’s sound will 
be heard in every hamlet, village, 
town and city , and the songs of the 
redeemed will be sung by the vast and 
sturdy population which is to deter­ 
mine so largely the future character 
and destiny of our nation.

Train Held On Burning Bridge By 


Rebels Barely Escaped. 


Laredo, Tex ., M arch 24.— A rebel 
band operating in the state of D uran­ 
go, Is reported to have stopped a pas­ 
senger train on the M ex ican In tern a­ 
tional railw ay betw een T orreen and 
Durango. 
According to 
passengers 
who have arrived at Laredo, w hile the 
Pullm an and day coaches w ere stand­ 
ing on a bridge the insurrectos delib­ 
erately set fire to the stru ctu re and, 
not heeding the frantic cries and sup­ 
plications of the women on the train, 
allowed it to burn while they ran­ 
sacked the mall car. 
They burned 
letters and other articles. 
The fire burned slowly for half an 
hour. 
Seeing tha t the bridge would 
shortly fall, carry ing down the cars 
loaded with passengers, the engineer, 
disregarding the threats of the rebels, 
opened wide the thro ttle and took the 
train fly ing from the bridge, barely in 
tim e to avoid a catastrophe. 
The reb­ 
els then ran across a rise of land when 
the train was rounding a curve and 
fired into it when it again approached, 
but no one was hurt, and before they 
could fire again a squad of federal 
troops cam e up and put them to flight. 
All W estern Union w ires south of La­ 
redo are dead.

Rumora T hat Four Americana Taken 
a« Alleged Participants in the Mex i­ 
can Insurrection W ere Shot Under 
Order of a Drum-Head C o jrt Mar­ 
tial Are Being Looked Into at Wash­ 
ington. 


W ashington, M arch 24. — In 
i 
to the press reports that John U 
1- 
ton Dignowity and three other 
cans had been shot to death under or­ 
ders of a M ex ican drum head court 
m artial, which found them guilty of 
participating in the insurrection move­ 
m ent, the state departm ent has asked 
the United S tates consul at C hihuahua 
for Inform ation. 
Conaiderable in terest w as m anifest­ 
ed at the w ar departm ent over press 
dispatches to the effect tha t the Third 
cavalry had-been fired upon by Mex i­ 
can m arauders and insurrectos, while 
the U nited S tates troops w ere m arch­ 
ing to the protection of the Chisos 
minea in the big bend of the Rio 
Grande. N either the state nor the w ar 
departm ent has y et verified the report 
that the U nited S tates troops, while 
guarding the custom s offices on the 
border, had been fired upon by Mex i­ 
cans. T he custom s officers, according 
to the reports, had interrupted sup­ 
plies from the presidio intended for 
Mex ican troops besieged a t Ojinaga. 
The state departm ent, however, felt 
Impelled to send instructions to the 
treasury officers fix ing the bounds of 
their authority in m aking seizures. 
T he note sent by the state departm ent 
to the treasury officials reiterated the 
Instructions that only such goodá pass­ 
ing from the U nited S tates into Mex ­ 
ico w ere subject to seizure as contra­ 
band of w ar that w ere proven to have 
been 
shipped 
by 
persons 
in 
the 
U nited States known to be in sy m pa­ 
thy with the belligerents, and the con­ 
signm ent would have to be actually 
proven to be m ade to persons in an 
actual sta te of insurrection. 
T hat Japanese Bugaboo. 
A nother interesting rum or tha t re 
celved som e attention in official and 
diplom atic circles was to the effect 
tha t Mex ico and Japan had m utually 
agreed to term in ate a secret treaty 
betw een Japan and Mex ico and that 
the treaty of com m erce and naviga­ 
tion which had ex isted betw een Japan 
and Mex ico was alm ost identical with 
the treaty betw een Japan and the 
U nited 
States. 
Baron Uchida, the 
Japanese am bassador to the U nited 
S tates 
declared 
em phatically 
that 
there was no secret treaty betw een 
Japan and Mex ico and had not been. 
He also called attention to the fact 
that the only treaty betw een his gov­ 
ernm ent and Mex ico was the com m er­ 
cial trea ty negotiated in 1886. 
E ver since the troops w ere sent to 
Tex as there has been a m anifest effort 
on the part of jingoes to connect Ja p­ 
an in som e way w ith the condition or 
ex igencies which m ade the m ilitary 
dem onstration necessary . 
One of the 
rum ors persisted in by the jingoes was 
that the m ovem ent of the 20,000 sol 
diers to the border was designed as a 
m ilitary dem onstration against Japan 
becauae of an alleged secret treaty by 
Japan a 
Iuw as 
to give official disapproval of this 
story , repeatedly denied in au tho rita­ 
tiv e eircles w ithin the adm inistration, 
that Mr. T aft invited Baron U chida to 
the W hite H ouse W ednesday for the 
purpose of assuring him that the ad­ 
m inistration did not put any credence 
in the reports tha t Japan had a secret 
convention with Mex ico.

whose spiritual advisor he was. he 
became involved in 
troubles 
which 
ivere the cause of his appearance in 
the Indianapolis police court y ester­ 
day. 
The Rev. Mr. Small preaches at 
the Ben Davis Creek church in Noble 
township, this county, 
every other 
Sunday. 
So far as can be learned 
no member of the church has received 
word from him, explaining his un­ 
usual actions. He was released from 
court y esterday and it is 
supposed 
that he will visit the local charge 
soon. 
According 
to 
the 
Indianapolis 
News, Judge Collins told Mr. Small 
that he had been indiscreet in at­ 
tempting to enter a dwelling which 
he believed, but was not sure. Miss 
Jones had entered, and that he was 
overzealous in attempting to keep a 
close watch on her movements. The 
judge dismissed the charge of loiter­ 
ing against the 
accused 
minister, 
but asked him to apologize to Mrs. 
Dora Miller, whose home he attempt­ 
ed to enter, for it was not the realm 
of “red lights” that the minister had 
invaded. 
Mr. Small gave 
Judge Collins a 
complete history of his friendship 
for Miss Jones, dating back to her 
conversion to Christ, and her affilia­ 
tion with the* church, at a revival in 
Palestine, 111., more than a y ear ago. 
Th<v minister was well 
acq uainted 
with the parents of the girl and ac­ 
cording to his own and her state­ 
ments, it was because he expected to 
be here and would he able to advise 
her that she was permitted to come to 
Indianapolis to work. 


As was his custom freq uently, the 
minister went to meet her at Ohio and 
Illinois streets when she left a res­ 
taurant, where she was employed. To 
his surprise, with another waitress. 
Miss Ruth Thomas, his protege start­ 
ed south instead of toward the cor­ 
ner where lie waited to walk with her 
to the Y. W. C. A. building where he 
had obtained a room for her.

was between me and the young wo­ 
man I had promised her parents to 
befriend. 
I resolved to do my duty, 
I resolved to enter the door.” 
Mrs. Miller was called to the Cv>or 
by violent knocking. 
She say s she 
was confronted by a man she thought 
was crazy. 
He asked 
for a “green 
skirt,” 
Mrs. Miller says. 
Then lie 
explained it was“ a young woman in 
a green skirt” he wanted. Mrs. Mil­ 
ler alarmed at his nervous and “wild” 
action, say s she denied knowing any ­ 
thing about the young woman or I ho 
“green skirt.”
